VANCOUVER, July 86.— (CP) — 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, former minister 
in several Conservative administra- 
who formed the Reconstruc- 
tion Party to contest the 1935 gen- 
eral election, in a statement today 
declared Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King should resign to make way 


for a national government | that 
would include representatives of 
labor, agriculture, industry and 


finance as well as political parties. 

A government formed on a na- 
tional basis would have support of 
the majority of the people and 
would be in a position to solve “the 
many preblems which at present 
baffle a purely partisan govern- 
ment,” Mr. Stevens said. The gov- 
ernment he recommended would in- 
clude three representatives of labor, 
three of agriculture, representatives 
of industry and finance, four Lib- 
erals, two Conservatives, one C.C.F. 
and one New Democracy, 

“IT place labor first, because in 
my opinion labor has been largely 
ignored since the outbreak of the 
war,” Mr. Stevens said. “This has 
been in definite contra-distinction 
to the course adopted in Britain.” 

Mr. Stevens ran_ unsuccessfully 
as a national government candidate 
in Kamloops riding in the feYeral 
election of 1940. For 24 years he 
was member for Vancouver Centre.

It was re- 
ported unofficially last week that 
the trend would be toward increased 
outpour of war metals and the 
holding down of gold production to 
not more than the level of the first 
four months of this year. 


TONNAGE REGULATED 

The new order, issued by the 
metals controller, and approved by 
R. C. Berkinskaw, chairman of the 
Wartime Industries Control vard, 
provides that, except by permit, ‘no 
person may remove, extract, dig, or 
dredge from any mine in his con- 
trol a greater tonnage of ore than 
the average monthly tonnage re- 
moved during the four months end- 
ing April 30, 1942.” 

The order also provides that, ex- 
cept by permit, ‘No person shall 
operate any metal mine or carry 
on any development work in the 
mine, unless the mine was in pro- 
duction and ores or metals were 
being marketed commercially on 
June 30.” 


NO DEVELOPMENT WORK 


It also prohibits any development 
work such as shaft-sinking, drifting, 
cross-cutting, raising, or winzing, at 
a rate in excess of the normal rate 
for the tonnage permitted to be re- 
moved from the mine.

OTTAWA, July 6—(CP)—The 
reserve army will not be “found 
wanting” if called on to defend 
Canada, Maj.-Gen. Beverly W. V. 
Browne, director-general of the 
reserve army, said in a radio ad- 
dress last night. 

‘We are really going places and 
doing things,” Gen. Browne Said 
in a reference to the training and 
equipment of the home defence 
forces, and he added: 

“If and when we are called upon 
to face enemy forces on this con-

“We outmatched this gun with 
several of our field and anti-tank 
guns,” he continued. 

Reports that American weapons 
are “not making the grade,’ Camp- 
bell declared, are simply “propa- 
ganda as sinister as Dr. Goebbels 
himself could devise.” 

“Do not be misled by temporary 
reverses our British allies may have 
suffered. in battle,’ he advised.

The defeat in Libya evidently came as 


a shock to Cairo and to London. On the 
eve of the battle General Auchinleck 
cabled that he was confident the 8th 


Army would be able to dispose of the 
enemy, in which it had already made a 
good beginning. Mr. Churchill informed 


parliament on Thursday the defeat was 
“utterly unexpected” by the cabinet and 
by the general staff. 

“The armies drew up in the desert in 
the middle of May with about 100,000 a 


side.” The British forces were in fact 
superior in numbers, 100,000 to 90,000 
under tommel’s command—of whom 


50,000 were Germans. They had superior- 
ity in tanks, superiority in artillery, su- 
periority in the air. Still, the 8th Army 
was defeated and almost destroyed, lost 
50,000 men, lost Tobruk, lost Matruh, lost 
great stores of equipment, and was push- 
ed back to within 60 or 70 miles of Alex- 
andria. 

It seems to be inescapable that Ritchie 
was out-generalled and thereby came the 


disaster. There is of course no object now 
in stressing that point. But the recital 


of the facts is important because it shows 
the British forces were neither outnum- 
bered nor under-equipped. Both in man- 
power and in weapons they had the edge 
on the enemy. If this makes the defeat 
more humiliating, it clears those respon- 
sible of any charge of having failed to put 
enough men, or of putting under-armed 
men, in the field. 

Accusations have been made that the 
Sth Army was too small and that it was 
outmatched in “tools”. Mr. Churchill has 
shown that neither was the case, and that 
the army should at least have been able 
to avoid defeat, if it could not win a vic- 


tory.

Talk Won't Keep Them Out

Mr. J. G. Turgeon, member for Cari- 
boo, interjected some timely practicalities 
into the somewhat academic debate on 
“conscription.” The people of Alberta, as 
well as those of British Columbia, owe 
him thanks for reminding parliament and 
the country that “The Japanese are vir- 
tually upon the coast of Canada.” 

It is to be hoped that members who 
insist on drawing lines as to where Cana- 
dian troops may be sent to fight will pon- 
fer this statement of fact and the very 
plain implications from it.

These forces may be the advance party 
of an invasion expedition which will ap- 
pear off the Canadian coast in a matter 
of days or weeks. Or the purpose may be 
to establish bases in the Aleutians and 
thus prevent assistance being sent to 
Russia when Japanese troops invade Si- 
beria 

Whichever is in the minds of the 
Tokyo gangsters, the one safe course for 
Canada is to throw all the strength it can 
muster into the fight to oust the invaders 
out of the approaches to this continent 
and keep them out. That can only be 
done if parliament removes the absurd re- 
striction which prevents already trained 
men being sent into Alaska or beyond 
Alaska, to co-operate with United States 
forces in a vigorous offensive against the 
Japanese. 

If the defence of Canada means any- 
thing to the gentlemen who are blocking 
the immediate repeal of Section 3 of the 
Mobilization Act, this the time to 
show it.

We were reminded, inferen-

The resources available 
to both sides are geared to a 
world conflict. 

Now the theory of a world 
conflict is this: 

A world conflict is very much 
like those many-headed mon- 
sters that the heroes of ancient 
Greece used to go out to fight. 
When one of the thousand heads 


was cut off, ten more heads 
would grow. ' 
Thus, a world conflict cannot 


be ended by cutting off two or 
three of the tentacles or heads, 
which correspond to battle- 
fronts. The contestants can only 
be put out of action by being 
struck in a vital spot. 

Battle-fronts, like the heads of 
the ancient Greek monsters, are 
not vital spots, 

The Axis has two hearts, Ber- 
lin and Tokyo, The United Na- 
tions have two hearts, London | 
and Washington, Those hearts 
will have to be hit before the 
war can be won, 

It is altogether likely that the 
final fatal’ blow against the Axis 
will be struck, not by soldiers 
or ships or planes but by hun- 
ger and insurrection and desper- 
ation created by the activities of 
soldiers and ships and planes, 


Final Victory 


It is plain, then, that in a} 
world war, with an unthinkable 
and unimaginable volume of re-| 
sources and manpower involved, | 
even the loss of an entire conti- 
nent need not mean fina] victory 
or final defeat. 

At present there is no single 
battlefront established in the en- 
tire war from which a conclus- | 
ive decision could be made. Vic- | 
tory or defeat is not inherent in 
any one of them. 

It is easy to see, therefore, how |} 
Mr. Churchill, who understands 
these things, could reveal bad,/| 
black news without demonstrat- | 
ing any great concern over the 
ultimate result. 

Total world war is something 
entirely new in the history of| 
mankind. It involves entirely

In 
the Upper House, Lord Brough- 
am tabled 16 resolutions con- 
demning the tax as an inquisi- 
torial exaction which filled .the 
country with “horror,” and be- 
cause it offered an irresistible 
temptation to governmental ex- 
travagance. Even more vehe- 
ment were Peel's opponents in 
the House of Commons. Joseph 
Hume represented the bil] as a 
deep-laid scheme to “starve an 
entire people,” especially de- 
signed to make the working- 
classes suffer.
